The Dutch Committee of World 
Student Relief visited Indonesia 
last summer to study the needs of 
Indonesian students. 

The committee reported there was 
a great shortage of paper, books, 
pencils and medical and technical 
Instruments.

The first annual session 
of the new organization was held at 
the end of December, in 1827, at the 
University of Toronto. 

In the words of Maurice Sauve, 
student at the University of Mont- 
real and 1847-48 president of 
NFCUS. "it is, if we may so call 
It, the national syndicate of the 
Canadian University students. 

"We insist upon the term syndl 
cate because it implies service to 
the student, that is service to the 
student councils and to the students 
In general. The NFCUS will serve 
the student councils by the incen- 
tive it will give them to improve 
student living conditions on the 
campus, and it will serve the stu- 
dents in general by the numerous 
advantages that may be obtained for 
Ihem only by the work and prestige 
of a national union." 

Better Understanding 
He stated that the object of 
NFCUS was. according to the con- 
stitution, "to promote in every 
way possible a better understand- 
ing among all Canadian University 
Students, a greater degree of co- 
operation and correlation among all 
Canadian Universities for the ef- 
fective promotion of student in- 
terests and to provide the means for 
developing international relation- 
ships with student groups in other 
countries." 

The constitution further states 
that "NFCUS shall be neutral in 
Political and religious matters and 
shall take no stand on such mat

Aleichem— Author of "It's Hard to Be a Jew" 



Sholom Aleichem. one of the 
world's foremost story-tellers and 
certainly the best loved among his 
own people, created a world of his 
own and invited all Jewry lo enter. 
Here, one could cry or laugh, play 
games with Fate, or even sit with 
God. Here one could sec his own 
problems, his own misgivings, en- 
larged a thousandfold, yet never 
be sad because of them. And here, 
the Jew of centuries ago or now 
was glorious, whether he ascended 
to the heavens or sat quietly peel- 
ing potatoes. 

- And when this little ell-likc 
master of the Jewish folk talc 1 
yrote "It's Hard To Be A Jew", he 
tackled the foremost and age-old 
problem of an oppressed people, 
•nd like so many of his other heart- 
tingling stories, there is mastery 
in it. And although the striking 
plot has been told and re-told all 
through the years, perhaps culmin- 
ating for the moment in Laura 
Hobton's "Gentleman's Agreement", 
there was none to tickle your ears 
or pull at your heart strings as 
Sholom Aleichem. Again and again 
we are prompted to say: "there is 
mastery in it!" 

From the moment that Shneyer- 
son, the saddened college student 
glances wearily at the red aryan 
face of his chum, the gentile Rus- 
sian, Ivanov, and slowly mutters: 
"what are you talking about, Her- 
shko? Change places with me?", 
tveryone sitting, watching, becomes 
pulled into the story, almost with 
out realizing it. Then the challenge 
given from the Gentile to the Jew 
in • moment of gentle gaiety: "It's 
not hard to be a Jew" rings through 
the hall, and is taken up. The 
change is completed, the curtain 
falls in preparation lor Act I. And 
we are inside the world of Sholom 
Aleichem. 



The plot rolls itself out inside the 
house of David Shapiro, the poor 
little broker with a million dollars 
worth of tradition, and his family. 
David is the Jew of Jews, the cul- 
mination of a thousand colorful 
eras, and the manna on which 
Sholon Aleichem thrived. His wife 
is the eternal Jewish matriarch, 
resplendant In her healthy buxom- 
ncss, a tightly wound bundle of 
joy and tears, and a famous sharp 
tongue.

Bridge

the CBC Times.) 

Let's Play Bridge is the brain- 
child of Nell LeRoy, the program's 
host and commentator. He took the 
show on the air as a local Toronto 
broadcast early last year, and in 
May it was scheduled as a regular 
feature of CBC's Dominion net 
work. 

The show is a coast-to-coast radio 
bridge session for listeners who 
want to improve their game. It is 
on the air every Tuesday night 
from 9.30 to 10.00. 

Broadcast time each week finds 
the four guest players — who are 
tops in the field of Canadian and 
American tournament play— seated 
around the bridge table. Overlook 
ing the play from a raised platform 
are Percy Sheardown, the pro 
gram's regular expert and analyst 
(and Incidentally the first Canadian 
to become a Life Master of the 
American Contract Bridge League), 
and commentator LeRoy, who paces 
the bidding and play with his com 
ment to make sure that listeners 
can follow it. Then, after each hand, 
Percy Sheardown explains Just 
what went on. 

The hands played during the 
broadcast are prepared in advance 
to illustrate various important points 
in bidding and play. This job of 
preparation is carried out by Percy 
Sheardown in collaboration with 
Charles H. Goren of Philadelphia 
and Alvin Landy of Cleveland, 
Then, in final checking for accuracy 
and authenticity, Sheardown and 
LeRoy call on Canada's leading 
woman bridge player, Mrs. Mar 
jorié Anderson. 

These prepared hands are pub 
lished in leaflet form for the con 
venience of listeners and can be 
obtained by writing to any Domln 
ion network station. Let's Play 
Bridge set out on a new series of 
one hundred hands just last month 
so the current pamphlet is very 
much up-to-date.

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Obeck Announces Future Football Plans 



Will Release Name 
Of New Assistant 
Coach Next Week 



Head Coach Vic Obcck's football 
plans for next season are rapidly 
assuming a definite form. The big- 
gest development yet to take place 
Is the fact that Obeck is obtaining 
» new assistant football coach. 
Several names are under consid- 
eration, but Obeck declined to re- 
lease them. He informed the Daily 
that a definite announcement will 
be made next week. 

Plans are also underway to form 
■ football camp for early season 
training, similar in nature to the 
one Toronto had last year at Lake 
Couchichins. It Is hoped that the 
camp will be held at Macdonald 
College. But to do so .special ar- 
rangements would have to be made 
with the faculties of Medicine and 
Physical Education. 

If these arrangements cannot be 
made, the camp will be held in 
the city instead, with the Ross 
House Residence being the head- 
quarters. The camp will start on 
May 2, with the registration of 
40 invited football players. They 
will practice for two weeks by 
themselves. At this time any others 
interested in playing football may 
turn out. 

Obeck thinks this system will 
enable the coaches to look over the 
men more thoroughly, and thus 
give them a fairer chance of mak-

ing one of the teams. In the past 
with over 120 men turning out for 
the first practices the coaches have 
had great difficulty in discovering 
the talents of men unknown to 
them.

good or bad and there was nothing 
hat could be done about them 

Dr. Samuel Rcnshaw, an experi- 
mental psychologist, has upset this 
theory. He had a hypothesis that 
proper seeing is a skill, a skill 
which needs to be acquired, much 
the same as skill at playing the 
piano, or playing golf needs to be 
acquired. 

Rcnshaw was not the first to 
formulate this hypothesis. Various 
psychologists, including William 
James and the ancient Greek phil- 
osopher Archimedes had propound- 
ed the idea. But Rcnshaw was the 
first man to subject it to an exper- 
imental test. He found that he 
could increase an individual's read- 
ing speed as much as 100 per cent 
and at the same time jump his 
comprehension around 40 per cent 
by proper training. 

Obviously this has great signifi- 
cance in many fields. But it Is 
equally obvious that this will not 
do much to make an Individual a 
better athlete. However, pursuant 
to these researches he discovered a 
ramification that was of the utmost 
significance to athletes. 

He found that as a result of these 
tests the peripheral vision of the 
individual increases. In other words, 
an individual who had been trained 
to read faster, also acquired the 
ability to see more on either side 
of him while looking straight ahead. 
Thus, for example, a trained basket- 
ball player could see more of the 
total game situation than could the 
non-trained man. And if he can 
see more of what is going on he 
is in a much better position to 
know where to move or throw the 
ball. 

But the ramifications did not stop 
there. Renshaw also found that the 
Individual could see this total 
fJme situation faster, than an indi- 
vidual with a limited field. Since 
speed is an Important factor in such 
games as basketball, this is a val- 
uable asset to the player. 

As far as Is known Br. Ren- 
shaw's discoveries had never been 
applied to the field of athletics 
before this year. Until Dr. Kirsh- 
ner • graduate optometrist from 
the University of Montreal, and a 
student of Dr. Renshaw's ap- 
proached Dr. Klrkpatrlck of the 
rhysleat Education Department 
and Mr. Ryan, coach of the Mc- 
Glll basketball team with the 
idea. 

Both men gave him the go-ahead 
signal and Dr. Kirshncr immediate- 
ly began giving the members of the 
basketball team the required train- 
ing. However since the start was 



on vision. The gadget is merely a 
lantern slide machine with an at- 
tachment for regulating the length 
of time for which slides are shown 
on the screen. 

The training Is accomplished by 
flashing slides containing five to 
nine digits on the screen for a vari- 
able length of time, ranging up to 
one one-hundredth of a second and 
asking the individual to repeat the 
number. To increase the reading 
speed of the individual this is all 
that is done, for thirty-three half 
hour sessions. 

To apply the skills thus gained 
Dr. Kirshncr invented another step. 
He placed all the members of the 
team behind a bench and gave them 
slips of paper, and on the end of 
the bench placed a light that flash- 
ed only for one five-thousandth of 
a second. All the other lights in the 
room were turned off, and the 
blinds pulled down to exclude ex- 
traneous light. 

He then took five men, members 
of the intermediate basketball team, 
gave three of them red shirts, and 
two blue and arranged them about 
the floor. The light was flashed, | 
and the men asked to write the 
arrangement down on the paper, 
and indicate which men had which 
color shirts on. The men were re- 
arranged and the process repeated 
twenty or twenty-five times. 

Only three members of the team 
finished the course completely be- 
cause of a lack of time. But of these 
men Dr. Klrshner found that the 
peripheral vision of one increased
